THE Lieutenant-Goyernor in Council 
has been pleased to order that the Hon- 
ourable Gordon McGregor Sloan be ap- 
pointed Adviser to the Government in 
relation to the Forest Resources of British 
Columbia (hereinafter referred to as “the 
Adviser”) and that such appointment be 
effective the Ist day of January, 1958, 
for a term of ten years, at an annual 
salary of $50,000: 

That the Adviser shali, at the request 
of the Premier or of the Minister of 
Lands and Forests or upon his own initia- 
tive, conduct studies and inquiries into 
problems affecting the forestry resources 
of the Province and shall report upon 
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such matters to the Lieutenant-Governor 
in Council or the Minister, and without 
limiting the generality of the foregoing, 
the Adviser’s jurisdiction shall extend to 
and include inquiry by public hearing into

6. The first election of members of the 
first Council of the municipality shall be 
conducted in the manner provided for 
annual elections by the “ Municipal Act,” 
and except as otherwise herein provided 
the provisions of the “ Municipal Act ” 
apply to the first election, and for the 
first election provision shall be made for 
the election of two Aldermen each to 
hold office until the thirty-first day of 
December, 1959, and until his successor 
has taken office following the annual 
municipal election in the year 1959. The 
two Aldermen so elected together with 
the members of the interim Council shall 
be deemed to be the members of the first 
Council of the municipality. 

7. The persons qualified to vote at the 
first election and to have their names 
entered on the list of electors of the 
municipality shall be those who would 
be qualified under Part Il of the “ Mu- 
nicipal Act.” 

8. The list of electors referred to in 
paragraph 5 of these Letters Patent shall 
be the list of electors to be used for the 
first election referred to in paragraph 6 
of these Letters Patent. 

9. Any owner-elector, other than a 
corporation, whose name appears as an 
owner-elector on the list of electors re- 
ferred to in paragraph 5 of these Letters 
Patent is qualified to be nominated, 
elected, and to hold office as a member 
of the first Council. 

10. The Clerk of the municipality shall 
be the Returning Officer for the first 
election. 

11. The interim Council shall appoint 
such Deputy Returning Officers as are re- 
quired to preside at the respective polling- 
places, or delegate to the Returning Officer 
the power to appoint such Deputy Return- 
ing Officers, and otherwise arrange for the 
holding of the first election.

Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application re- 
fers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion.
